(We insert the following, not knowing, of 
course, how mach credit it is entitled to :] 

A merchant and ship-owner of Boston has 
had the following recipe sent him from Eng- 
land, where it was furnished by Mr. L. Larkin, 
member of the Royal College of Surgeons, and 
who vouches for it as *‘a medicine that will 
effect a revolution im the healing art, as regaris 
the prevention and cure not only of small pox, 
but also of measles and scarletina, however 
malignant the ¢ arnanner more efficient 
and extraordinary than could ever have been 
auticipated, even by the most ardent philan- 
thropist.”” 

On the first appearance of fever or irritation 
ushering in attacks, whether oveurring in fs- 
milies or large communities, the subjoined 
mode of treatment sbouli at once be entered 
on: Take one grain each of powdered fox- 
glove or digatalis, (valuable in the ratio of its 
greenness,—the dark should be rejected,) and 
one of sulphate of zinc, (this article is commen- 
ly known as white vitriol.) These should be 
rubbed thoroughJy io « mortar, or other conve- 
nient vessel, with four or five drops of water;

It 
may, however, be necessary further to note, 
that should the bowels become obstructed in

Waar rae Cons Cots Fron.— An English 
paper says : 

“It is proved by the reterns of the foreign 
corn trade in the last few years, that a change 
is taking place im the principal sources of the 
supply of food. The United States and the 
Baltic are ne longer by say means our largest 
producers. Their yearly surplus falls short of 
our yearly wants, and it is from the fertile dis- 
tricts and fine rivers of Eastern Eurvpe that we 
now drew our and most inexhanstible 
supply. Im 1841, whem the tote! imports of 
wheat inte this kingdom were 2,100,000 quar- 
ters, only 230,000 quarters, or about one-tenth, 
came from Russia, Turkey, or the Wediterra- 
bean. In 1852 the total import of wheat (ex- 
elusive of four) was about 5,200,000 quarters, 
of which 1,700,000 quarters came from the 
ports of those countries, and taking the whole 
import of core at 6,750,000 quarters, the sup. 
ply from the Rast was 5,350,000 quarters. 

“OW this quantity « large proportion is ship- 
ped at Galatz and Ibraila and other Turkish 
ports, which are the vataral channels for the 
abundant produce of Hungary, snd of the fer- 
tile provinces south of the Danube. Egypt 
also sent us in 1852 no less than 276,000 quar- 
ters in 140 vessels. M. Mengredien points out 
that this large and increasing trade is almost 
exclusively im the hands of Greek merchants 
establisbed in England, with branch houses in 
the Levant, and that the ingenuity and perse 
verauce of the Greeks are displayed te an ex 
traordinary degree by the manner in whieb 
they have contrived, in about thirty years, to 
found and retain this extensive commerce. The 
Greek firms in England amount te sbout 200, 
amd the yearly amount of their transactions ip 
the grain trade alone is computed at no lees 
thas four millions. Their business is comduct- 
ed with the utmost d ligence sad exactpess, aad 
even im this country the Greeks successfully 
compete with the traders in core from all parts 
of the world.” 





Paoovctive Fanuswc.—In a treatise on Pro- 
ductive Farming just issued from the presa, the 
following observations occur: “It is in vege- 
table as in animal life; a mother crams her 
child exclusively with arrow root - it becomes 
fat, it is true, but, alas! it is rickety, and gets 
its teeth very slowly, and with difficulty. Mam 
ma is ignorant, or never thinks, that her off- 
spring cannot make bone—or what is the same 
thing, phosphate of lime, the principle bulk of 
bone—out of starch. It does its best; and 
were it not fer a little milk and bread, perhaps 
now aud then a little meat and soup, it would 
have no bones aad teeth at ail. 
poultry; aod what is true of fowls is true 
of a cabbage, a tarnip, or an car of wheat. Ii 
we mix with the food of fowls « suftieient quan 
tity of egg-shells or chalk, whieh they eat 
greedily, they will lay more eggs than before. 
A well-ted fowl is disposed to lay 4 vast nam 
ber of eggs, but cannot do so without the ma 
terials tor the shells, however noarishing in 
other respects her food may be. A fowl, with 
the pest will ie the world, set fading any lime 
tu the soil, of mortar from walla, nor calcareous 
waatter in her food, is incapacitated from laying 
any eggs atall. Let “farmers lay such facts as 
these. which are matters of common observa 
tion, te heart, and transter the analogy, as they 
justly may do, te the habits of plants, which are 
as traly alive, aod answer as closely to evi) or 
judicious treafmen', as their own burses."’
